Three of the bodies I'ouml yesterday* 
were identilied ;is thf • (ixn children. 
Their mother is in the ho.-pital at Min- 
neapolis badly bmued. When she was 
here at Pine City she was contideut 
that her husband and children were 
alive. The children have now been 
found, ai:d the father is oudonbtedly 
dead. 

IIMf- \Vel>ber's report of interments 
snowp an increase over the ebtimates. 
AUlMt ^ve been brought iu were 
bturied and his list shows 383- He says 
tii&t pondbly this is too low as a few 
boxes were pnt in and recorded as con 
taining single bodies before he learned 
that some oozes held more thou one 
come. After that he opened each box 
before it was corered and cotrnted tlie 
bodies. The foor trenches weire ronnd 
ed up and smoothed o^er and the traces 
of the work that has gone on there for 
the past foTir days removed so far as 
possible. Tho force was dismissed and 
probably no more organized work will 
be done in the cemetery. 

Dr. Norton of Minneapolis, who went 
over to Mora yesterday, reported to 
Pine City that the total dead at that 
yomt Wiio and that all the missing 
were acix)iriiied for.

China h;w? been olH- 
cially notified by the stat<> departniem 
of the ratification of the treaty on the 
part of the United States, and as soon 
as it is ratified by China and otficiiU no- 
tice given the United States, ratifica- 
tions will \k- exchanged by the two gov- 
ernments and proclamations issued. 

No action will be ttdion bv the United 
States looking to t&e enforcement of 
the treaty until President Cleveland is 
sues tho proclamation. Then the sec 
retary of »lie treasury will issue instruc- 
tions to the collectors of customs in ac 
cordauce with the terms of the treaty. 
Si'cretary Gresham and the Chinese 
minister discussed the present merits of 
the treaty and the minister was assured 
that as soon as the action of the govern 
ment was ofaoially received the united 
States would proceed iritti its part of 
the contim:t.

be proceeded with the some way, a mo- 
tion to dismiss them being before the 
court. 

Mr. (tregory said he believed the 
lurt would, of course, deny the mo- 
tion, ,ind the court said he would and if 
e found on examining supplemental in 
formation any reason tor a different de- 
cree from that in the original oases, he 
would change his decree aooordingly. 
Mr. Gregory then moved for a trial by 
jury, which Jndge Woods denied on the 
ground that this was not a criminal pro' 
ceeding. 

District Attorney Milchrist read the 
supplemental &ifonnatiofa. At this 
t>oiut John Miller noted liis preseuoe on 
jehalf of the Santa Fe rood, which is 
one of the roads alleged to have been in 
,iured by the actions of tjie defendants 
Various legal points were raised, but 
Judge Woods declined to listen to quib- 
bling. He said: "Tbe essence of all 
he0 ^ises is whether the defendants 
lave violated an injauetion issued bv 
the United States court. That is the 
important point in this ctse " 

The court decided that all of the cases 
against tho various defendant's should 
be tried as <m«, and the i a.ses of tJie 
Santa J-V should go along with tho,-*; of 
the government, and wntnessoa for one 
be considered as witnesses for both. 

The first witness called was Edwin 
M. Mnlford, manager of the WestJTu 
Union comp;uiy. He was asked to pro- 
dnc«^ CA'rtaiu telegrams in c<mrt, but re- 
fu.<ed to do so mitil the court ruled on 
It. Thecooi^nMI thirt tti«7 nnak be 

prodiued. 

Tin n a number of objections were 
mad.' by the couns«'l for the defense on 
technical point.s. They f(jught every 
step of the way, and it VNivs evi<lent that 
there would U) a bitterly contested legal 
battle. Finally the witness was per- 
mitted to re;ul telegrams which pa.s.sed 
between Debs and Phelan, who had 
chiirge of the boycott in Cineintiafi. 

Dozens of telegrams were read and, 
when the famous "Save-yonr-money- 
aud-buy-a-gun" message was reai-hed, 
it was foixnd that it also contained the 
words, "Tell Ethe I am well," showing 
it to be a private telegram. 

Attorney Gregory took occasion to 
denounce the prosecution for giving the 
incomplete message for publioatiou. 

Judge Woods said that he did not 
consider that the alleged garbling of the 
dispatch amounted to much. 

"When I read that telegram in the 
papers," said the oonrt. "(did not at- 
tach much importance to it as it did not 
appear particularly incendiary." 

It was shown that Debs had nothing 
to do with the sending of the "buy a- 
gun" dispatch and that it wa« wnt hy a 
subordinate. 

After the reading of other telegi-ams 
Mr. Molford was temporarily excused, 
and John Brennook, a dty oontraotor, 
took the stand. 

During his hearing President Debs 
entered the courtroom. He was pale 
from his recent illness and seemed 
scarcely able to stand as he walked 
slowly tohisseat.l 

Mr. Brennock stated how the Pan- 
handle railroa<l was unable to niove sev- 
eral cars of dead animals on a< < ()unr of 
the strike, w hen witness 1 illed on the 
mayor, who sent a man with hiiu to see 
Di'l)s, who gave him a note to the Pan- 
handle road to the eft'e( t that should 
t!ie Panluuidie peojile move the druil 
auinial cars they wouhl not be inter- 
fered with. 

"The Panhandle people paid no atten- 
tion to this," said the witness. After 
waiting some duvs he finally had the 
oars moved with Um MliManoe of the 
police.

FIQHT AMONO NIQRQgS. 
A Doportotinn Srhrinp llroken Cpand Sev- 
oral People Woandod. 

Atlanta, Sept. 6.— Oaston's negro 

de|)ortation scheme is broken up tem- 
porarily at least in Hancock county. 
Gaston himself has a pistol ball iu his 
head. Crawford Holsr^y li;is a broken 
thigh and I.-aa;' Dickson will die from 
wounds which he received in the fight 
Monday night. Anna Jenkins, wife of 
the man who led the opposition to Gas- 
ton, is badly wotmded irat not duig( r- 
onsly. 

The fight was altogether among the 
negroes and the whites had nothing tj 
do with it. Dan Jenkins, a leaning 
negro of Hancock couiity, told his peo 
yh- that Gaston was deluding them, 
ami that his emigration scheme was a 
swindle. This incensed (ia.ston and hi 
lieutenants, and tluiy threat+'ued Jen- 
kins. Gaston, who was fcjrmerly in 
Atlanta and worked np a deportation 
s(heni<> here, has been in Hancock 
county for three or four mouths. H- 
held meetings and i)reachod to thi 
blacks, who Hocked to hear him about 
the promised land— Liberia. 

Gaston collected |1 from every man. 
woman ami child who enrolled as a 
colonist for Liberia. He is a plausible 
talker and ha«l 3,000 of his race pledged 
to go to Africa. He told them that it 
was a glorious country where riches 
came easily. Time and again he ap- 
pointed a day for their departure, but 
when the time arrived, Gaston was 
somewhere else. After frequent disap- 
)0intment8 some of the emigrants be- 
(an to believe what Jenkins and their 
white friends had told them. 

But it was too late. They ha('. sold 
their property, Gaston had part of the 
money aud the balance they had spent. 
Their crops had gone to waste. Dissat 
isfactiou reigned. Some of them In- 
came desperate and a unmber of them 
armed themselves and called ou (Jaston 
1 'or the purjiose of having him refund 
their money. Gaaton rallied a number 
of negroes io his asriatancie and a battle 
ensued. 

The planters sympathized with Jen- 
kins, who wa,s working for the best in- 
terestj< of his piople. This fact li;is bisen 
distorted into active participation by 
the whites in Monday night's fight.

A Llttl«Town Completely Swal- 
lowed K)p. 

FIFTY MINERS IMPRISONED.

Lofty, Pa., Kept. Tlut little min- 
ing town of ticotch Valley, iu Lacka 
wanna county, near this place, has been 
swallowed up in one of the niti>t (\iin- 
plete cave-ins ever known in this r"L'ioii. 
The .scene of the disaster is on the cist- 
ern slope of Minmt Lookout, the si ore 
i f liou.-es composing the hamlet In ing 
at the luoatli of the shaft of -Mount 
Lookout '"oliiery. 

The wilfiest e.Ncitenieiit prevails 
thnmghout the region, and details are 
fragimmtary. It is known, ht»weeer, 
that the dozen houses ou either side of 
the principal street of the hamlet are 
eomi'l 'tvly swallowed up in the gaping 
sinkhole, and nothing can be .-een of 
the t)ther buildings of the town, bnt the 
rotjf, gables and chimneys. It i< un- 
pt^ssible to state accurately the number 
of fatalities, or if there are any. 
Rescuing p 1! ties are now exerting ' Very 
means to reh a-e the (jccupants of the 
eiigulfeil dwelling.s. 

Thit cave-in was cau.sed by the giving 
way of the timber supports iu the «^ork- 
ings of the .Mount Lookout colliery, 
wliich have not been in operation for 
about two years, ,ind hail been neglect- 
ed in conse quence. All of a sadden the 
inh.ibitauts ot the hamlet were startled 
by the rumbling, thunderlike reports 
which warned them of the falling of 
tons of rock aud debris intt) the dcMrted 
caverns of the abandoned mine, many 
feet beneath them. Ominous as were 
these sounds, the terror-stricken towns- 
people were still further horrified when 
the grouiitl trembled and swayed like 
an earthciuake beneath them. Report 
was followed by report, and accom- 
panied by other tremors, and then the 
village sank out of sight in the gaping 
cavity. 

Meanwhile some 50 miners were im* 
prisoned in the colliery. They had 
been at work in a new portion of the 
mine, and their usual means of exit 
from the mine was completely vriped 
out by the cave-in. James Perriu, one 
of the oldest of the miners, got the men 
together, however, and started to lead 
them up through a tunnel which had 
as an airshaft, nut which 
surface through a series of

He diei 
f heart disease while out camping. 
Mr. Eddy w;is 01 years old and had 
lived iu Leavenworth since 1847. Seven 
years ago he was appointed receiver for 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail 
way, resigning threi- years l«(er.

CHEAtEIl CLOTUEH AND HIGHER 
WOOL. 

" I'ice wiMil w ill make cheaper clotlies, 
henetiting all the people, and will increase 
the price of domestic wool, benefiting the 
farmer. This may seem to be paradoxical; 
it is not," says tlie New York World. 

" Under our old-time free-wool policy 
Hocks increased in ninnl>"i >; and tlie i)ricc 
of wool was maintained liecause there 
was a demand for wool. Foreign wools 
are needed for admixture with our own 
wools in ttiis country, and when their 
importation is diminialied by a tariff duty 
the demand for American wools neces- 
sarily falls oflT. Under high protection 
on wools flocks of sheep liave diminished 
and pnces for wool have gone down. 
Already the price of domestic wool has 
increased in thi-: country since the 
passage of the Senate bill. A month ago 
American wools sold in New York and 
Boston for from 19 to 34 cents a pound, 
according to quality. Since then the 
demand has increased, and the prices 
now range from 22 to 37 cents. 

" Clothes will be cheaper because the 
tax on imported cloth and clothing; has 
been reduced. As wool is free, the old 
comjionsatory duty is abolished. Under 
the McKinley law the rate of duty on 
cheap woollen cloth was from 150 to 1C3 
per cent., and on dearer cloth from 89 to 
W iier cent. Under the new bill it will 
be from 35 to 50 per cent. The duty on 
knit goods was from 82 to 160 per cent 
It will now he from '.Vt to 50 per cent. 
The tax on blankets was from 80 to 101 
per cent. It will range from 25 to 40. 
On flannels the rate was from 85 to 104. 
It will be from 25 to 50. Women's dress 
goods paid from 87 to 109, cloaks 81 per 
cent., and ready-made clothing 80 per 
cent. All these will pay 60 per cent. 
Carpets paid from <d to 83 per OWt. 
They will pay from 30 to 42). 

"We have been oonsidering woollen 
cloth worthy of the name. Cheap wool- 
len cloths are not unknown in this 
country, bat cheap all-wool elotha we 
not made here. As the manufacturers 
could not buy the foreign wools needed 
for iw^Uff g cheap cloths, they were 
obliged to resort to shoddy and other 
substitutes for wool. The consequence 
is, as statiiticB show, that the average 
American woollen cloth li Itbont hili 
flhoddy.''

Hen I V ClewH, the New York financier, 
in liie weekly letter on the bneiness out- 
look, talks very encouragingly. He 
believes a permanent rtvlval la now 
assured. 

"The starting up oi nianufacturing and 
and nierchantiiik' now apparent on every 
haiiil is," 1 " Hays, " a reason for expectniv' 
a iieiiiiaiieiit revival of contideiice, an 
increase in the earniriL's of the railroails 
and im]iroving ilividends upon cmpi irate 
capital generally. That, tlie eapitaliM 
holdeiti < onsider to he the t me iiinelDr 
realizing; ami, with money still abnielaiil 
and clieap, they see no rea.son lor i>artiiiL' 
with property which a lew weeks or 
montlis hence is likely tfi lie wortii iiinch 
more than it would bring n])on large 
sales to-day. Another mot iveintiueucing 
tide ola^e to cling to tlieir leililiie.'s is the 
fact that, owing to the large amount of 
stock held stagnant through reoeiver- 
sliips, this is, and for honie titne must 
remain, a comparatively narrow market, 
not best calculated to" draw into Wall 
street a larj<e outside interest. The 
)iractical significance of this factor is that, 
until a considerably higher range of 
iirices is reached, the market is likely to 
lie sustained by comparatively light of- 
ferings of stocks and by the countenance 
of a very influential data of holders. 

"The crop reports show Improving 
(irospects for the railroads. The latest 
estimates indicate a probability of fully 
500,000.000 bushels of wheat. Up to the 
20tn of August, the crop of corn was 
estimated at about 1,600,000,000 bushels; 
lint later weather conditions have en- 
couraged the ho|>e that the yield may 
prove to he close upon an average. So 
lar as respect.s transportation interests, 
the increase in wiieat, amounting to 
something near 100.(HH),(K)0 bushels, will 
probably (piite ollset any possible falling 
oil' in corn; for, relati\ely, a emaller por- 
tion of the corn croii than of the wheat 
crop is subject to long hauls; and the 
large increase in the latter cronwill have 
to travel from West to Kast tor export. 
It, therefore, would not be surjirising if 
the earnings of the railroads out of tliis 
year's crojis (|uite eciual those of average 
years. So far as tne crons ad'ect the 
farming interest and its ability to pur- 
chase supplies at the East, the chances 
are much better than tln^v were earlier 
in the season. If the price of wheat is 
low, yet its yield is now estimated at -'o 
per cent, greater than last year's; and, 
for any reciuction, of say 10 per cent., in 
the crop of corn, there is, at present, the 
compensation of an advance over last 
years prices of the same date of fully 30 
per cent. The farmers' prospects may, 
therefore, be reckoned as fully up to the 
average of late years; which, after all, did 
not prevent the agricultural sections 
from snfiisiing much lees than any otiier 
under the ttials of last year."
